so that the balance of trade, as indicated by the bare figures 
of the direct commerce, is more against England than it ever

We do not wish to infer from these figures that there must 
be a sudden drain to the East of enormous and overwhelming 
magnitude. Such is not our opinion, There are many cir- 
cumstances which must be taken account of besides the mere 
figures of export and import when we consider the state of 
the exchange between different countries. For example, at 
the present moment it is said that some of the rich*natives of 
India are so displeased at the price at which their cotton was 
recently sold here, and are so sanguine as to the future, that 
they are sending over money to buy cotton in Liverpool ; they 
will not permit, if they can help it, the price of cotton to be 
brought down by temporary despondency here. And there 
are various other circumstances which may in one way or 
another alter the interchange-account of two nations. But, 
on the whole, there is this great force upon the edges of 
the market which must have its due effect, which must pre- 
vent the speedy arrival of cheap money.

MR DISRAELI’S PROPOSED REFORM OF THE 
CHURCH. 
Me Disrarti has abandoned the Conservative view of the 
Church question, and come out as a reformer. He wishes to 
unite the provinces of York and Canterbury, to have a better 
representation of the laity in Convocation, ‘to place the rela- 
tions of our Colonial Church in a more satisfactory con- 
“ dition” —which it is undoubtedly high time to do, though 
we fear our views and Mr Disraeli’s of that “ more satisfactory 
“ condition” might differ, and finally,—and this Mr Disraeli 
considers “‘ paramount,”—to form some new “ tribunal of last 
“ appeal in spiritual matters,” in the constitution of which it 
may be possible to reconcile “the requirements of- the State 
‘* with the conscience of the Church ’’—in other words, without 
touching the Royal supremacy, to satisfy the demands of the 
malcontent clergymen and bishops who are grumbling at the 
refusal of the Privy Council to punish Dr Williams and Mr 
Wilson for heresy.

It was in order to say this, and to 
illustrate it by a sharp attack on that school in the Church 
called “Broad,” that he went to the Oxford meeting 
on Friday week, and advocated a subscription to increase the 
revenue of the smaller livings in the Oxford diocese. He 
knew well that by joining in the cry for a new spiritual 
tribunal he should gain the support of a certain party in the 
Church now very active, and of no small influence in the 
country districts; and he knew that he should add immea- 
surably to the zeal of that party if, besides accepting their 
practical measure, he attacked their opponents.

they have at present, and in which, as a necessary con- 
sequence, a narrow method of interpreting our Church 
dogmas in better accordance with the ruling opinion 
amongst ecclesiastics, and a more rigid method of interpreting 
seeming heresy in better accordance with the habit of eccle- 
siastical suspicion, would obtain. If Mr Disraeli’s public 
adhesion to the proposal fora new Court of Appeal in spiritual 
matters, and his illustrative attack on the comprehensiveness 
of the Broad Church did not mean this,—it had no meaning. 
We do not doubt that it did mean this, though on the legal 
reform he did not condescend to detail. 


Now, what are the objections to a Court of Appeal in 
spiritual matters which should satisfy the clerical conscience ¢ 
for that is what Mr Disraeli means by the “conscience of the 
Church ;” no one having any good reason to think that on 
the whole, and looked at broadly, the conscience of the laity 
is otherwise than tranquil enough on the subject of the recent 
decision.

Could anything be more hurtful than for the laity to 
know that liberty indeed was generally forbidden, but that 
which liberty was forbidden depended on the accident of epis- 
copal promotions?

Or, suppose even,—what is quite impossible,—that bishops 


| of one school were alone selected for the highest Court of 


Appeal, so that all the decisions had one dogmatic tendency, 
how would that affect the laymen of the Church? Of course, 
if it were so, this must end in bringing clerical opinion itself 
to a standard of more perfect uniformity,—in gradually elimi- 
nating the class of opinions which were steadily pronounced 
heretical by the tribunal. And that would result in bring 
ing all the sermons in our churches to one tone of 
religious thought, and shutting out, as far as might be, 
from the laity the fact that very different theologies indeed 
are deduced from the same general facts. And is there any 
necessity to ask whether that would be good for them or bad! 
The deepest thinkers in the Church, those who have done 
most to stir up men to ask what they themselves ought to 
believe and what to reject, have certainly passed through 
many widely separated phases of thought. Dr Newman's 
recent autobiography shows that his first religious convictions 
were imbibed from evangelical sources; that he passed from 
those convictions through all shades of Anglicanism to the 
Roman Catholic doctrines which he now holds, and therefore 
that the rigid inculcations of one school of theology 
upon him in some sense only rendered him more open to the 
impressions of the opposite school of thought. Hence, we may 
probably infer that with men of any ability uniformity of teaching 
would not answer its purpose in making the laity think wholly 
with their teachers. But with men of no ability, men liable 
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‘ito narrow impressions, and to grooves of constrained belief, it 
perhaps might answer. And what would it make of them but

The reserve of 
the banking department is the true fund, to which the foreign 
creditors of the country at once, and as a matter of recourse, 
resort. Now, the reserve is not strengthened, nor are the de- 
mands on it diminished, by requiring gold to be kept in 
Ireland and Scotland against variable augmentations of the 
Irish and the Scotch circulation. Nobody, when gold i is wanted 
for exportation, goes to the Irish and Scotch provinces, picks 
up Scotch and Irish notes, and changes them for gold. The 
bullion dealers have much shorter ways of managing matters 
than they. The compulsory reserve of the Scotch and Irish 
banks is, nationally speaking, a reserve at an unexposed point. 
It places gold where no one ever thinks of seeking or asking 
for it. 


How little people are likely to go down to Scotland for 
gold to regulate the exchange may be judged of by the fol- 
lowing evidence, Sir G. Clerk, the Deputy-Governor of the 
Bank of Scotland, stated before the Committee of 1857 :— 


“3182. I think you have said that nearly all the circula- 
‘tion in Scotland is in bank notes, and that the small 
|denomination of the circulation is in silver’—Yes; it is 
| very rarely that a sovereign is tendered. 


| 3183. If the 12 note circulation were abolished, do you 
think that the total circulation in Scotland would be increased 
|or diminished. I mean by the total circulation the metallic 
circulation . well as the paper {—I do not think it would be 
increased. I think that it would rather (I do not know to 
| what extent it might go) be a means of economising the use 
of gold to avoid the expense of keeping an unnecessary stock

“3184. You have said, as I understand you, that there is

};many of the banks are under the necessity of increasing their 
reserve of gold to meet that increased issue of notes. 


| “3186. How is that gold usually obtained by the banks in 
Scotland ?—Of course they must obtain it from the Bank of 
England or from some of the branches of the Bank of England.

Nor is the system of sending gold down to Scotland simply 
| useless, it is often prejudicial. The periodical issues of notes 
in excess of the usual amount, which Sir G. Clark has ex- 
plained, very frequently come during an unfavourable exchange, 
and therefore take gold from the London market. In order 
to secure Scotland and Ireland, where there is no danger at

This is effected, as we 
have shown, by a rise in the rate of interest, a diminution 
of credit, a decrease of notes and discounts, Bui during an 
unfavourable exchange the Scotch and Irish Acts do not 
diminish credit, do not touch discounts ; they only compel an 
increase of gold reserve for the mere casual augmentations of 
the Scotch and Irish circulation. At one time of the year, 
money is kept in a banking account by the banking classes;

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MEANING OF THE TELEGRAMS RECEIVED THIS 

- « WEEK FROM GERMANY. 

Dunixe the past two months a contest has been raging more 
ordess visibly in Germany, which has this week excited con- 
siderable attention in England. Its subject is simple enough 

and yet sufficiently large, being neither more nor less than the 

wer of Prussia under favourable circumstances to dictate to 
the entire Confederation, to make the small Princes do what 
they greatly dislike to do, and what Austria is not willing 
they should be coerced into doing. Aided by the audacity of 
the very unscrupulous and very able person who now rules in 

Berlin, the Prussian Government would appear, from the 

atest telegrams, to have carried its point, to have shown that 

«hen fairly roused it is master of the situation, that leader- 

ship in Germany has passed from the Hapsburgs to the Hohen- 

yollerns. The result isa novel one, such struggles having 
hitherto ended usually in the triumph of the great Southern 

Power, and it may be interesting to record the steps by which 

it has been obtained. It will be remembered that as the first 

step towards the solution of the Schleswig-Holstein difficulty, 

the Diet ordered its troops to occupy the second Duchy. A 

considerable army of Hanoverians and Saxons, commanded by 

General Hake, accordingly occupied it, and has remained 

there up to the present day. Some months ago the Prussian 

Government, which never quite liked this arrangement, de- 

manded that Rendsburg, the great fortress of Holstein, should 

be placed in its own hands, and the Diet delaying to 
comply, Prince Charles took advantage of a street riot among 
the soldiers to inform General Hake that he must have 
the fort, and that if it were not evacuated he should be com- 
pelled to employ force. General Hake therefore retired 

rotesting, but the army of occupation remained in Holstein, 

and after the war, the Diet, we scarcely remember on what 
pretext, also occupied Lauenburg. The motive was to prevent 
the Duchies from declaring for absorption in Prussia, and to pre- 
vent Prussia from establishing firmly her own military control. 
The Princes wished very much that the war should end in the 
creation of another small State, which being wealthy, 
maritime, and well situated, would greatly increase their 
strength, perhaps enable them to act independently of the 
great Powers as a third party in German affairs and a separate 
entity in Europe. 

Prussia did not wish this at all. Without attributing to 
that Power designs which she would repudiate, it is quite 
certain that she desires influence over North Germany, to lead 
the States not directly under Austrian control, and specially to 
secure for herself the aid of the Duchies liberated from Danish 
dominion. She, therefore, insisted in the final conference with 
Denmark that the Duchies should be surrendered to the 
Allies and not to Germany, and as Austria had no particular 
interest in resisting a proposal in itself gratifying to her 
pride, the peace was so arranged. The right of possession 
passed to the two Powers, and then the true quarrel began. 
Herr von Bismark at once demanded that, as the reason for 
occupation had ceased, the Diet should recall its army, and 
leave Prussia and her ally to dispose of the conquered territory 
as they might see fit. Austria, which cannot, for geographical 
reasons, hope to rule the Duchies, and is not, for political 
reasons, willing to aggrandise Prussia, did not join in this 
demand; and the Princes, emboldened by her silence, or 
secretly encouraged by Vienna, ordered their representatives to 
vote against the proposal, or, as it is officially put, to direct 
General Hake not to retire without orders. The Prussian 
Government seemed defeated; but its present Premier is a 
man who understands the situation thoroughly, and he had 
another weapon at hand. Prussia is a German State, but it is 
also a great Power, and as such Herr von Bismark despatched 
special envoys to Hanover and Dresden, to demand that, what- 
ever the Diet might do, Hanoverians and Saxons should quit 
territory ceded to Prussia as well as her ally within five days. 
He also ordered a whole division to “concentrate itself” 
at Minden, close to the frontier of Hanover, and gathered 
18,000 men at Magdeburg, the point from which Saxony can 

most easily entered. His organs in the Press began to 
speak loudly of the necessity for bringing Hanover to reason, 
and everything portended an armed collision. 

_There can be no doubt that the Austrian Government 
viewed these high-handed proceedings with very strong dis- 
like. The report that the Emperor himself addressed the 
King advising moderation may be untrue, but Austria did 
not join in the demand, and it is her permanent policy to 
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protect the small Northern Princes from dictation, lest in 
their annoyance they should call in the aid of France. The 
Reichsrath, moreover, had just delivered an address protesting 
openly against the “ separatist ” ideas of Prussia—a very un- 
usual interference in foreign policy, and one which must have 
been suggested from above. Hanover, therefore, relied upon 
assistance, and had it been granted, Herr von Bismark must 
either have withdrawn rather discreditably, or have plunged 
into a general war. At the last moment, however, the 
Austrian Government, either unwilling to run such a risk, or 
desirous to choose some point of resistance less doubtful than 
the right of the Diet to occupy territory ceded to itself and 
Prussia, gave way, and the Government of Hanover yielded to 
the demand. It was announced in the Gazette that the troops 
would be withdrawn, and the danger of a collision is there- 
fore, say the Vienna telegrams, for the present averted. The 
Saxon Government, i.e. the very acute and _pertinacious 
gentleman who represented the Diet in tlie London Oon- 
ference, is more obstinate, but Austria has in this case 
offered a mediation which has been accepted. 


It may not at first sight appear that Herr Von Bismark 
has gained any very considerable advantage, but his victory is 
greater than it seems. He has shown the small Princes, in the 
first place, that when Prussia makes a serious demand she 
will egforce it, whatever the Princes may do, and that the 
protection of Austria, on which they have been accustomed to 
rely, is no longer available. They are therefore compelled 
either to unite themselves more closely to France, or to accept 
the lead of Prussia as the Coburgs have done, and as Prussia, 
once sure of allegiance, will be very chary of interfering in 
internal affairs, and as alliance with France would be very un- 
popular, they will probably choose the second alternative. 
That is a great addition to the indirect power of Prussia. In 
the second place, the Diet having withdrawn, the disposal of the 
Duchies really, as well as theoretically, rests between the Allies ; 
and though Austria cannot share the spoil, whether that spoil 
be territory or suzerainté, she may be compensated with other 
advantages. Above all, the success pleases the Liberal party 
in Prussia, which avows almost openly that if unity can be 
secured, it will be content to wait yet awhile for constitutional 
freedom. So strong is this last motive, that we should not 
be surprised if Herr von Bismark and his master pressed their |}, 
advantages until North Germany was in all but form united - 
into one State. We do not know that, supposing a European 
war was avoided, England would have anything to object toin | 
that result. A strong North Germany would check both France 
and Russia, and the present ill-feeling between the people of 
this country and the Berliners is a meretemporary phenomenon, 
contrary to the instincts and the interests of both nations. 
Customs unions are all very well, but great States are much 
easier to deal with than great federations, and it is impossible 
for Englishmen to feel any sympathy with absolutist little 
Courts like Hanover and the Hesses, or with the independence 
of a State which, like Saxony, is obliged to obey orders when- 
ever independence becomes of any practical use. If Hanoverians 
and Saxons and Holsteiners like to remain isolated, they, as 
ancient communities, have a right to do so; but if they do 
not care about it sufficiently to make absorption a difficult 
task, there is no particular reason why anybody else should, 
The only great changes in them will be that their capitals 
will sink into merely provincial towns, and that half a dozen 
more families within the Royal caste will be reduced to the 
rank of very wealthy nobles.

THE BANK ACTS OF 1844 AND 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE RCONOMIST. 
Srr,—I have read with much interest your late articles “For} 


Men of Business,” and having been one of your constant, 
readers for a great many years, I feel inclined to make a few 
observations on these articles and the general question which 
has given rise to them, more especially as the subject-matter 
will, in all probability, be very fully discussed in the coming’ 
session of Parliament, when I trust we shall return to the 
sound principles of Free Trade in banking, from which Sir RB, 
Peel most unfortunately prevailed upon Parliament to depart 
by the Acts of 1844 and 1845, thereby creating a monopoly, 
which, like all monopolies, has been most injurious to the 
public interests. You can neither make men prudent, nor 
avoid panics by Act of Parliament. Your proposal to prop 
up the Act of 1844, by giving the Chancellor of the Bx. 
chequer and the First Lord of the Treasury power, by statute, 
to suspend the Act of 1844 under circumstances similar to 
those which occurred in 1847 and 1857, is neither more nor 
less than giving them power to suspend cash payments, I do’ 
not believe any Parliament will ever give such a power to any 
Minister. 
used for bad purposes. Another proposal has been made 
which I do hope Parliament will never sanction, namely, that 
bankers should be made to pay what in fact amounts to 
a portion of their profits upon all the notes they issue. 
It is not proposed, however, that the State should share the 
responsibility. If this is done in one trade, there does not 
appear to be any reason why it should not be done in all 
trades. trust, however, better and more statesmanlike 
counsels will prevail. The great objections to the Acts of 
1844 and 1845 are the monopoly and protection which is 
created, and which is contrary to all good government. Equal 
laws and equal rights are the great security for freedom. 
The duty of the State is plain and simple in regard to this 
matter. The State exacts what the money of the country 
shall be, and coins it. The bank note, or rather the banker's 
promise to pay, is merely the representative of the comm, 
and nothing more. The economy arising from the use of 
bank notes is a great advantage, and the convenience is such 
that I do not believe they could now be dispensed with in 
{ great mercantile and manufacturing country. There 1s no 
reason why the State should not allow all bankers to issue 
notes under a licence containing proper regulations, but all 
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iid be placed on exactly the same footing. All notes 
wid come from the Stamp Office in exchange for an equal 
wnt of value in the Government stocks, the bank drawing 
dividends, but the stock to remain with the Stamp Office 
‘enti! the notes are returned; all notes to be payable by the 
on demand in the current coin of the realm at the 
will of the holder. The monopoly and restriction of the 
sesent Bank Acts are most injurious to the industry of the 
as well as to trade and commerce.

ment which should render the payment of ‘‘ unexhausted improve- 
ments,” as;they were called, binding on landlords and tenants in ge- 
neral, At that time large numbers of our best farmers were favourable 
tosuch a measure, for they felt the insecurity of their position, and, 
in the then temper of their landlords, despaired of obtaining long 
and.rational leases. Indeed, at that time, the clear perception of 
not'a few of the farmers was obscured by protectionist traditions 
and the uncertainties in which protection had involved the 
farming business, and they did not «s a body greatly desire leases, 
if by any practicable means their capital could be otherwise 
secured. But all Mr Pusey’s efforts to pass a tenant-right 
law failed, for landowners, iatelligent and unintelligent, alike 
combined to oppose it. The more intelligent landowners saw with 
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For} just apprehension any legislative plan likely to encumber landed 
ant with such millstones as are found in the Surrey and 
few customs, while the less intelligent proprietors strenuously 
‘ich resisted everything which looked like taking from them power over 
ter their own tenants. ‘The fortunate result for both landowners and 
Baal farmers was, that Mr Pusey’s well-meant efforts failed, and the 
red a was on to be worked out by the unfettered experience of 
sted parties.

And the experience of the last sixteen years has done its work 
effectually, for now we find landowners like Sir John Pakington 
advising the granting of leases founded on the broadest and 
soundest commercial principle, while farmers are very generally 
convinced that if they require security at all they can find it only 
in,well-considered and equitable leases. 

But in the now nearly half-century, during which leases have 
been practically abandoned in England, there has grown up beside, 
though subordinate to the landowners’ prejudice against leases, a 

ragent interest, which, seconding the landlord’s desire to regu- 
late, direct, and control the tenant, finds pecuniary gain and local 
influence in the perpetual interference with the tenant’s freedom 
ofaction, which is a part and parcel of every system of yearly tenan- 
cies. And if any of the proposed plans of tenant-right should come 
into general use, this land-agent interest would receive an acces- 
sion of strength, for every such plan involves a considerable 
amount of interference beyond what is incident to a simple yearly 












In many districts we have seen reports of prizes offered for the 
best form of a yearly agreement, or suggestions for compensation 
, if the tenant be turned out of his farm before he has 
reaped the fruit of his own improvements, and the like. But the 
most ¢dlaborate effort of the sort is to be found in that made in 
Staffordshire, and which has resulted in Lord Lichfield’s agree- 
ment. ‘This ‘agreement is the work of a committee of landlords, 
land agents, and, we believe, some farmers. It has attracted con- 
| siderable notice, and has,‘we think, been treated with far more 
consideration than it deserves by several persons who well know 
the utter futility of all such agreements. 

We are not inclined, nor does our space permit us, to go through 
this agreement in detail. But we may mention that it comprises 
all that precise system of regulation as to cropping, management, 
and so forth, which has been so often exposed. The agree 
ment is for a yearly letting (reserving all game, fish, hares, 
and rabbits to the landlord) under express covenants, divided 





into three classes, i.¢., landlords’, tenants’, and mutual 
10 Covenants, Amongst the first class, landlords’ covenants, 
8 ig the proposed modification—if it can be so called—of the 
ll game and rabbit nuisance, namely, “to permit the tenant to 
rs destroy the rabbits by ferreting and digging, but not with guns or 
-“ 
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snares, in the fields and hedgerows (except the hedgerows of woods 
and plantations), from the 1st of November to the Ist of March, and 
to make compensation for damage done by game, if any be done, 
over and above per acre allowed in the annual rental value of 
the farm for damage by game reserved.” 


Now, such a clause is simply a mockery, and the farmer who 
should rely = it would find nothing but vexation and disap- 
pointment. It is impossible to keep down rabbits on the plan per- 
mitted, and the estimate of game damage, to say nothing of an esti- 
mate of the game damage per acre beyond the sum the landlord’s agent 
has chosen to consider as allowed in the rental as game damage, is 
nearly impossible. Such a covenant, if attempted to be acted on, 
would inevitably lead to litigation, but it would seldom be more 
than a dead letter as regards the tenant’s protection from game 
acd rabbits. Then the landlord covenants to allow for linseed - 
cake consumed by stock (except horses) one-third of the amount 
consumed during the last year, and one-fourth of the amount con- 
sumed during the last year but one in properly littered yards and 
close sheds, and by sheep while consuming turnips on land where 
grown or in littered yards or sheds, and proportions of the manures 
purchared in the last and Jast but one years of the holding. 
Bones, lime, burnt clay, and marl are also to receive allowances. 
These allowances are to be claimed of right by the tenant. But 
other and more permanent improvements specified are to be 
allowed for ‘if made at the sole cost of the tenant, with the con- 
sent in writing of the landlord or his principal agent.” These are 
(1) pure bone manure, a ton per acre, applied to pasture land ; (2) 
pipes, and labour for efficient draining ; (3) laying down land to 
permanent pasture; (4)planting fruit trees, and rearing new quickset 
tences; and (5) for buildings when agreed to in writing. The 
allowances on these vary from one-seventh te one-tenth of the cost 
per annum from the time of completion. Amongst the tenants’ cove- 
nants is one to preserve the game and to prosecute poachers, and 
there is a host of covenants as to the mode of croppingandcultivation. 
Of the mutual covenants, is one which stipulates that the agreement 
shall continue in force for one year until twelve months’ notice in 
writing shall be given by either party. The effect of this is that 
the tenant must have a full year’s notice to quit before he can be 
turned out, instead of six months, as in ordinary yearly holdings. 
The difference is not of much practical value. There is really 
nothing in this agreement worthy of notice, save that it is pro- 
bably the last effort which will be made to drag the red herring of 
tenant-right allowances across the track of the farmers, now firmly 
bent on requiring leases before they commit themselves to any 
considerable outlays in improvements, or indeed for high culture. 


In speaking of his agreement at the Staffordshire Agricultural 
Society, Lord Lichfield seems to have admitted it to have failen dead 
on the farmers’ minds, for he said: ‘‘ If the agreement question ceases 
herealtogether, I shail notin any way regret offering a prize, because 
I am satisfied that if nothing more were ever said upon the subject, 
a greater amount of attention has been called to it in this district 
than ever was the case before, and the importance of making a 
business-like arrangement between landlord and tenant felt to an 
extent never before equalled.” That is probably true, but pro- 
bably the effect seems to show that business-like arrangements 
must be something very different to the agreement his Lordship’s 
prize has produced. And he afterwards made this remarkable 
statement :—‘“I do not fear to say that there are many landlords 
in this district who do not know the conditions which their agree- 
ments contain, and I admit that for a long time I was one of those ; 
and still more, there are heaps of tenant-farmers who hold their 
farms under agreements, not ove clause of which they have ever 
looked at.” This is doubiless a truth as melancholy as it is absurd. 
But such a system of management as that statement indicates can- 
not be too soon superseded in the interests of the iandlords, the 
tenant-farmers, and the public. 

In reference to leases, Lord Lichfield said, “that if a landlord 
has a tenant in whom he has perfect confidence, I cannot. understand 
why, if a tenant wishes it, his landlord should refuse to Jet himhave 
a lease. But, for all that, it will be a long time before you per- 
suade all the landlords in the country that a lease is not a one- 
sided arrangement.” Now, a lease can only be a one-sided arrange- 
ment when the landlord accepts a tenant who has not sufficient 
capital to cultivate the farm properly, and that is his own fault. 
But, in truth, this alleged one-sidedness of a lease is a mere phan- 
tom, or perhaps a pretext to cover the real motives of the objec- 
tions to leases. 

Mr James Sanderson, who has written to Lord Lichfield a full 
examinaticn of all the detai's of his agreement, refers to the passage 
we have quoted, and says “ that while leases benefit both owners 
and occupiers, yet the greatest benefit must accrue to the p 
who has the permanent interest in the land.” And he refers to a 
landowner in a midland county who, having adopted leases, has 
increased his rentul by 35 per cent. derived from tenants of skill 
and cap €1). 

We believe there are few large estates in England the rentals of 
which might not be increased from 20 to 40 per cent. by merely 
adopting a system of good management, and that under such a 
system the tenants would pay the higher rents with greater ease, 
and all the relations of landlord and tenant would exist on a more 
satisfactory footing than at present. The foundation of good 
management Would be the granting to each tenant a well-considered | 
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lease, and in some cases lessening the extent of land held where 
the occupier is a person of narrow means. Such leases would of 
course contain no reservation of game, and the proprietor, if he 
desires to preserve game, must do so on land retained in his own 
occupation. Leases would introduce greater simplicity into the 
arrangement. Less money would be lost in partial and imperfect 
repairs, in agency, superintendence, and the innumerable muddles 
which the actual system involves.

In tHe Surver Ace: ‘+ Essays—that is, Dispersed Meditations.” 
By Hotme Lez, author of “‘ Maude Talbot,” &c. &c. 2 Vols. 
London: Smith, Elder, and Co. 1864. 
Tue name of Holme Lee is well known to novel readers as that of 
a capable and entertaining writer of the domestic school. whose 
fictions, though often open to criticism, are always readable, and 
generally give a pleasing impression of the author. In the present 
work she has attempted « flight above novel-writing, and has given 
a desultory sort of account of the way in which she passed the 
year 1863, weaving into her ‘ dispersed meditations” frequent re- 


miniscences of her early life, from which the reader may put toge- 
ther an outline sketch of her biography. She gives pictures of 


her childhood, sunny at home, and rather dreary at school ; of her 
governess life, adopted from unwelcome necessity, and evidently 
uncongenial to her, but which was not, on the whole, “‘ either un- 
happy or irksome ”; and, lastly, of the cosy little home which she 


set up for herself in the Isle of Wight, twelve years ago, where she 
caz: “ rest and be thankful,” and spend her “ silver ‘age ” in peace. 
These recollections, interspersed with various occasional thoughts 
on the joys and sorrows of life, and with descriptions of the scenery 


and inhabitents of the Isle of Wight, form the substance of two 
rather thick volumes, printed on toned paper, and prettily bound 
in green and gold. She calls them “the philosophy of a working 
woman’s life,” and thinks that they may be ‘‘ not unwelcome” to 
other people “leading similar quiet lives in the world.” It is 
quite possible that such may be the case, but, nevertheless, the 
book is of a sort that is much easier to write than to read. Most 
persons of average thought and sensibility could put together all 
this for themselves. What one looks for in a book of essays is 
sumething beyond oneself; some new light cast upon life, some 
fresh experience that may enlarge the horizon, or fill up bare 
outlines with some unexpected colour. Of this there is next to 
nothing in Holme Lee. Her vocation is simply a good feminine 
sympathy with common every-day life, especially that of her own 
sex, and this is far better suited to make her a writer of concrete 
narratives than of abstract meditations. 
There is, however, one subject which she really cares to discuss 
from a theoretical side, viz., “the Enfranchisement of Women,” 
of which she says, ‘‘ a stranger heresy the world has never seen.” 
“] have not the conscience to preach work and independence to 
any girl while yet she may have the alternative of love and home 
and children ; for it is my honest belief that no labour, no ease, 
no anything, can compensate a woman endowed with the strong 
instincts of loving or serving, for the enforced solitude and per- 
petual denial of the noblest part of her being.” Much more she 
adds, of the bitter contrast presented by “‘a life of thankless toil 
among aliens,” to the family life which contains ‘‘a woman's 
highest duties and holiest cares,”"—which is evidently the result of 
her own painful experience and that of others well known to her. 
And she is undoubtedly right in the affirmative part of her faith. 
No woman who deserves the name can ever be wholly compen- 
sated by anything else for the loss of domestic happiness, and 
those theories which ignore this primary fact are destined to cer- 
tain destruction. But inherzeal forthe womanly affections, Holme 
Lee has somewhat overlooked the truth on the other side. It is 
good that women should possess feminine instincts, but there is 
no particular merit in a deficiency of other instincts. We cannot 
mistake the abundant evidence that comes from all civilised coun- 
tries of the increasing thirst felt by women for adequate employ- 
ment of their energies during the many periods in which family 
life does not occupy them. Let Holme Lee read Miss Bremer’s 
frequent pictures of the unsatisfied ennui pervading large families 
of unoccupied daughters, and say if she would like to have been 
one of the five sisters who all entertained their father, one after 
the other, with an anecdote of a pig that had run into their garden 
—the only incident of their monotonous day—till the poor man 
was wearied to death. Holme Lee evidently regards “‘ work” 
only 2s a means of gaining money, and money chiefly as a means 
of gaining independence from masculine help. This is not the view 
taken by the best advocates of female development, which, so far 
as we understand it, recommends work as the unfolding of faculty, 
and independence as a safeguard, not against marriage, but against 
pauperism and helplessness in single life. But for thorough-going 
mental “ work,” Holme Lee, authoress and working woman though 
she be, has probably no vocation. She says that she “‘ never 
eould get through any books except such as amuse her”; and 
throughout these essays there is scarcely a trace of interest in any 
of the great currents of speculative or political thought which stir 
the world of men, present or past. In fact, there is no denying 
that in spite of its pleasant temper and “ common-sensical chat,” 
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the book is insipid as a whole, and is decidedly inferior to Holm, 
Lee’s novels. Perhaps she might claim absolution in her wn 
words (Vol. I., p. 184), that critics, ‘long nourished on strong 
meat, forget that babes prefer milk, and that it is, in fact, better 
for them.” Possibly so; but the reading public comprises o 

than infantile members. However, if the book is dull to 
it evidently gave the author much pleasure to write, and it

The complex and difficult Question of Banks is again on the 
orders of the day. It presents itself in a different form in this 
country which it bears in England ; the form here be'ng whether 
the issue of notes, instead of as at present a monopoly of one 
single establishment, shall be free to all banks, or be extended to 
several, or be accorded at least to one other, the Bank of Savoy. 
Agreat many economists and theorists hold that as there is no 

jar art or mystery in the issuing of notes, there is no sound 
yeason, scientific or practical, why the trade therein should not 
beas free as the slaughtering of oxen ; and they accordingly 
ance for the fullest liberty. But all the financial statesmen 
of the day, and an overwhelming majority of the eminent bankers 
and merchants, shrink with profound dismay from the very idea 
of anythiag of the kind ;—it would be in their eyes the beginning 
of the end of all things. And as the statesmen, bankers, and 
|merchants are infinitely more potential than the economists and 
the theorists, albeit the latter have the law and the prophets of 
itical economy on their side, we may regard complete liberty as 
absolutely impossible of realisation within at least the life of any 
man who now debates the question. Nor of a plurality of banks 
of issue is there much chance, notwithstanding it is recommended 
by a high scientific authority, M. Leonce de Lavergne, and 
appears not only easily practical, but positively advantageous to 
many men of business. As tothe Bank of Savoy, whicb, in virtue 
of the privilege granted to it previous to the annexation of the 
wince to France, demanded to be allowed to issue notes in all 
parts of the Empire as well as in Savoy, it is entirely out of 
court. The Government positively refuses any such extension of 
the privilege, and the shareholders have taken law proceedings to 
put an end to their engagement with the Messrs Pereire, who, it 
will be remembered, in the hope of gaining the power of issuing 
notes in France, undertook to increase the capital of the bank 
tenfold; nay, more, the shareholders have made a bargain with 
the Bank of France to sell the privilege to it as soon as they shall 
be relieved of those gentlemen. 


Under these circumstances, the monopoly of issue of the Bank 
of France is destined to remain intact, at least for the present. 
Considering the vigour and the talent with which it was assailed 
a year ago, a different result might have been expected. But, un- 
fortunately, the attack was led by partisans of the Bank of Savoy, 
and the commercial world and the public were convinced that it 
was made by them, not from considerations of public utility, but 
from motives of private interest,—not to effect a great reform, 
but to promote individual speculation. Undoubtedly this impres- 
sion was erroneous ;—the gentleman at the head of the Bank of 
Savoy and the eminent men who acted with them thought only of 
the general welfare, not at all of themselves ;—but the public is 
unjust at times, and it was urjust to them. 


Though, however, the Bank of France retains its monopoly, it 
is by no means on a bed of roses. The commercial world entertains 
the belief that it is its bounden duty to provide discount 
accommodation cheap; for did not the Emperor Napoleon, its 
founder, say that he established it for that very purpose, and did 
he not advise the Directors, in order that they might never forget 
the fact, to have a marble slab, bearing an inscription in letters 
of gold, that the rate of interest was never to exceed 4 per cent., 
stuck up in their parlour? It is true that the objection may be 
made that the Emperor Napoleon said and advised a very silly 
thing, seeing that it is not possible to fix the value of money any 
more than the value of sugar; but to that the Paris traders answer 
that for a great number of years (27) the Bank rate was 4, and 
that what has been may be. Even some grave persons, who 
do not give in to the delusien that discount can constantly be 
kept unchanged, are rather shocked at the fact that, though the 
Bank holds the monopoly of issue, which must be worth to it an 
Immense sum annually (40,000 some authorities calculate), it 
fixes its rate of discount according to the value of money in the 
market, at 6, 8, or 10 per cent., without making any sacrifices to 
bring it lower; so that, according to their view, instead of 
serving commerce, the Bank gets rich on its distress. ‘The sup- 
position, however, that the Bank can for any length of time consi- 
derably underse!l any other dealersin money, is clearly untenable ; 
but, as already intimated, it is believed to be true by persons of 
influence. Not long since, the Chamber of Commerce of Rouen 
petitioned that the Bank should be made to abide by the 4 per 
cent. rate; and several pamphlets have been published for the pur- 
pose of showing how that can be done. One proposition is that 
the Bank should sell its rente, and keep disposable for discounts 
the capital obtained thereby ; but that would be contrary to law, 
Would necessitate new arrangements between the Government and 
the Bank, and would leave the Bank without any guarantee to 
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resent to its creditors. Another proposition*is that the note’ 
issued by the Bank in discounts shall not be convertible until after 
a given time; but that cannot be thought of for a moment. All 
notes must be immediately convertible, or they will cease to exer- 
cise the function for which notes are destined. A third proposition, 
which is making much noise just now, is presented by M. Maurice 
Aubry, a banker, some time member of the Legislature, in a work 
entitled, “‘ Les Banques d’Kmission et d’Escompte, published by 
Guillaumin and Co. That proposition is to the effect that the Bank 
shall be divided into an issue department and a discount depart- 
ment, each with a separate capital, that of the former to be a fixed 
sum invested in Government stock as a guarantee, that of the 
latter to be constantly variable according to the variations of the 
rate of discount,—so many millions, for example, when the rate 
is at 4, so many more when it is at 5, 6, or 7; and an equivalent 
reduction for each fall of 1 percent. on the rate. If 1 mistake not 
this is the first time that it has been seriously proposed to give a 
great public bank a capital changing by a sliding scale. Is it not 
perfectly impracticable? What man would be a shareholder in 
a bank which would make calls on him for heavy sums when 
money is dear, and throw them back on his hands when money 
becomes cheap,—employing them in the mean time for less than 
he himself could have earned bythem? The propositions here 
mentioned are only a few of those that are made for reforming 
the Bank ; and doubtless we are destined to see many more. They 
are not of much utility in a practical point of view, but they keep 
alive the question of banks, and prevent the Bank of France from 
enjoying what it evidentiy desires,—the exercise of its monopoly 
in peace and quiet. 


Several of the more important mercantile houses of Paris are 
taking a step in this banking question which is infinitely better 
than the writing of pamphlets,—they are signing a petition 
praying that a public investigation into the system of banks shall 
be made. The inquiries on banking instituted by Parliamentary 
Committees in England contributed powerfully to demonstrate 
the system most convenient in that country ; and a public enquete 
there would, no doubt, do the same for France. 


The Superior Council of Commerce, charged to inquire into the 
state of the merchant navy, has come to very important resolu- 
tions, which will afford great satisfaction in England :—to abolish 
all differential duties on foreign flags, to admit foreign ships-free 
of duty, and to allow all materials employed in shipbuilding to be 
imported free. As these resolutions were adopted on the recom- 
mendation of M. Rouher, Minister of State, it is probable that 
they will obtain the sanction of the Government. It is also pro- 
bable that the abolition of the differential duties will be made 
gradually, and that the admission of foreign ships will not be 
immediate. 


The Economisr of Saturday was seized by the Bureau de la 
Presse at the Post Office. 

Surprise having been expressed by certain persons that the 
Societie Generale has not yet launched any enterprise for the 
“encouragement of industry,”—a note bas been published in its 
name stating that the situation since it was established has been 
singularly unfavourable for new undertakings, but that it has suc- 
ceeded in promoting a profitable banking business, has realised at 
a considerable pr fit the shares it subscribed in Mr Laing’s 
General Credit and Finance Company of London, has contracted 
on very favourable conditions for a loan to the City of Paris of 
20,000,000f, and has engaged in other affairs. The society then 
has not been idle, and its various operations have been conducted 
with so much skill and prudence, that they have already realised 
a profit-of 200,000°. 

Tke Orleans Railway Company has fixed the 3lst Dee. as the 
latest date for subscribing to its new shares, and it announces that 
it will from this day pay the coupons falling due the Ist January 
next on deduction of 4 per cent. interest. 

‘The total receipts of the Meridional Railways of Italy on the 
Ancona to Trani, and the Naples, Eboli and Castellamare lines 
were up to the 30th Sept. 213,866f 14c, which is a larger sum 
than had been expected.

The exports to England were 93,111 
heciolitres against 74,715 hectolitres in the corresponding period of 
1863; to Belgium, 81,277 hectolitres, against 106,096 hectolitres; to 
the German Association, 31,312 hectolitres, against 48,826 hectolitres ; 
to the Hanse Towns, 97,675 hectolitres, against 76,079 hectolitres ; to 
the Kingdom of Italy, 253,233 hectolitres, against 100,535 hectolitres ; 
to Switzerland, 192,819 hectolitres, against 180,746 hectolitres; to the 
United States, 113,665 hectolitres, against 83,322 hectolitres ; to Brazil, 
78,993 hectolitres, against 68,311 hectolitres ; to Algeria, 224,453 hecto- 
litres, against 127,927 hectolitres ; and to other countries, 534,239 hec- 
tolitres, against 477,884 hectolitres.

In the corresponding week of 1854, the determination of 
the Government to throw greater energy into_the conduct of 
the Russian war, had led to measures, in consequence of 
which Parliament had been immediately convoked. Consider- 
able reinforcements had been despatched to the English and 
French armies in the Crimea, A severe storm had raged in 
the Black Sea with serious results to the English shipping, 
amongst which large losses had been sustained. The Prussian 
Chambers had been opened. 

In 1861, the excitement which had been caused by the 
forcible detention of the Southern delegates, Messrs Slidell 
and Mason, had not diminisued. A proclamation had been 
issued prohibiting the export of arms, ammunition, and war- 
like stores from this country, 

In 1862, the Swiss Federal Council had authorised the 
signature of a treaty of commerce with Belgium. The 
Ratazzi Ministry had resigned at Turin. The Spanish Cortes 
had been opened. 130,000/ had been raised at Manchester, 
at a public meeting, for the relief of the distressed cotton 
operatives. Greek bonds had fallen 1 per cent. on the London 
Stock Exchange, on the intimation that Prince Alfred would 
not be allowed to accept the Greek throne. 

In 1863, numerous arrests were taking place in Poland, 
where the insurrection had increased in the Lublin and 
Sandomir districts. The Russians.had openly avowed their 
intention of depopulating the country by transportation. » The 
Chamber of Deputies at Dresden had recognised the rights of 
the Prince of Augustenburg. The committee of the Federal 
Diet at Frankfort had proposed the immediate adoption of 
Federal execution in Holstein. The Duke of Brunswick had 
recognised the succession of the Prince of Augustenburg to 
the Duchies. Baron Dirkinck, the Danish representative, had 
been excluded from the Federal Diet at Frankfort. Lord 
Russell’s despatch of the 23rd of November, to the English 
Ambassador at Berlin, on the Schleswig-Holstein question had 
been published, and Herr von Bismark had read a declaration 
on the same subject in the Prussian Chambers. At Vienna 
the Municipal Council had voted an address to the Emperor 
of Austria, in favour of intervention in the Duchies. In 
America, General Longstreet had driven Burnside’s army into 
Knoxville, and completely invested the city, 

The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “other” securities, showed, in 1854, a deficiency of 
8,951,2227; in 1861, a deficiency of 2,951,2367; in 1862, 
a deficiency of 5,683,283/; and in 1863, a deficiency of 
8,249,0141. In 1864, the deficiency is 5,357,002. 

Discount AND Money Marxet.—A steady and even increase 
in the demand for money has been experienced during the 
week, and there is a corresponding degree of stringency in the 
market rate, which now stands at about the Bank minimum. 
The announcement of three foreign loans, of no very large 
aggregate amount, has sufficed to alter the present aspect of 
affairs, while the prospects of the market are rendered darker 
by the threatened appearance of other and larger demands. 
Speculation is active in the Spanish Passive Bonds and Certi- 
ficates, owing to the belief that at last terms are to be agreed 
upon between the Spanish Government and their creditors, 
who have so long been defrauded of ‘their just rights. The 
cotton market and some of the produce markets are also 
showing signs of recovery. These circumstances tend to 
induce a great degree of caution in mercantile circles ; and 
whilst some houses see reason to retain command of a large 
reserve, in order that they may be at liberty to act 
advantageously in case of emergency, others find it equally 
desirable to provide the funds that may consolidate a position 
somewhat jeopardised by late events. On the other hand, the 
continued high rates for money necessarily limit manufac- 
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turers and others engaged in trade to a hand-to-mouth policy. 
In the same direction, the re-election of Mr Lincoln to the 
Presidency of the Federal States, and the increasing convic- 
tion that, in consequence of the steady march of events in 
America, the recognition of the Confederate Government may 
within a comparatively short space of time take place, control 
the disposition to speculate in cotton, and prevent the employ- 
| ment of any materially greater sum of money in its purchase 
abroad. There is a strong feeling that we should do wisely 
to refuse at the present moment the tempting bids making by 
foreign States to our markets. The constant decline in the 
exchanges reminds us that, notwithstanding the large extent 
to which capital has been employed abroad, ourengagements with 
foreign countries make themselves felt with the lessened 
attractiveness of our rates to foreign investors; and, the late 
atrivals of specie having been cleared off, money is again 
being withdrawn from the coffers of the Bank. The mercan- 
tile demand has been moderate to-day, and the rate may be 
taken at 6 per cent. For long periods higher rates are asked, 
but Bank paper is accepted at 7 per cent. The following are

Eneuish Government Srocks.—The quiet of the market 
in Government securities has hardly been disturbed. The 
quotations show a decline from those current last week, and 
there is no speculative movement to record. Several sales 
and notably small realisations by the public have taken place. 
The settlement of the fortnightly account has in some degree 
influenced the demand for money, and the consequent decline 
in the price of stocks has been further accelerated by sales 
resulting from the closing of “bull” accounts entered into a 
short time back when there appeared to be every prospect of 
a further rise. At this period of the year few investments are 
made on behalf of the public ; and at the present time there 
is little doubt that, in addition to the sustained high value of 
money, which acts prejudicially on a 3 per cent. security 
of whatever reputation, the foreign loans introduced 
operate still more to the prejudice of English stocks. 
A disposition to exchange the low dividend-paying English 
Government securities for others giving a higher return has 
been for some time back observed ; and, notwithstanding the 
greater risk involved in the possession of debentures of foreign 
States, the increased price of many articles of general use in 
this country accounts for the action of the public. At the 
same time, it is clear that this exchange of securities will pro. 
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duce, as it goes on, a constant depreciation in the value of 
that of which the largest amounts are sold, and this may 
account for the steady depression in the price of the Govern. 
ment 3 per cent. stocks. Consols have been dull during the 
day, and close at a slight reaction from the improvement 
noted yesterday afternoon—89} to 89} ex div. for the account 
and 90 to 90} for money.

Foreman Stocxs.—The fluctuation in the bonds of the 
Spanish Passive debt, and in the Committee’s Certificates of 
Coupons, is the chief feature of the foreign market this week, 
A proposed settlement of the debt is now rumoured, on appa- 
rently good authority, and the terms quoted are 40 per cent, 
for the External Passive debt, and 20 for the “ Certificates,” 
The immediate consequence of the rumour has been renewed 
speculation, with an advance in those stocks. Apart from 
the questions that have to be settled between the Spanish 
Government and the creditors of the nation in respect of the 
claims to be disposed of before the conclusion of a loan, it is 
worthy of the consideration of the Spanish Government that 
without the cordial co-operation of the bondholders, a loan 
is almost impossible. The whole of the claims that 
call for a just settlement would apparently involve the 
creation of about 16 millions sterling of 3 per cent. 
stock, and nearly 12 millions further issue would be 
necessary to secure so smalla sum as 5,000,000/ for the 
immediate necessities of the State. There is no room for 
doubt that any attempt to place a Spanish loan of about 
28,000,0002 to 30,000,0007 would be hopeless, if the terms of 
the Spanish Government should not be such as to efface from 
the memory of the bondholders all record of the injustice 
with which they have been treated. If we judge by the 
improved tone of the public press, public opinion in Spain is 
being aroused to a sense of the disgrace of the country, com- 
promised by successive Ministries, whose repeated repudiation 
of their liability has tired and disgusted the general public in 
this country. A short time back, a temporary loan was 
obtained from English capitalists, and it is only on the failure 
of fresh efforts to repeat the operation that the Government 
at length learns the necessity of doing justice to the foreign 
creditors of Spain.

This event, hoped for by the country, entailed as a consequence the in- 
auguration of a new Cabinet, which has for the principle of its admin- 
istration to respect and observe all legitimate rights, and procure the 
improvement and prosperity of the country. With this object in view 
the chief of the national executive hastens to have it communicated to 
you that the engagements contracted by Venezuela, and especially those 
having relation to the 55 per cent. of the import duties belonging to 
you, are guaranteed in all respects, this promise extending also to any 
sums which may have been disposed of by the late Administration be- 
longing to the aforesaid 55 per cent., supposing the same to have 
occurred, being desirous of acting in this respect in the same good 
faith as was done by General Guzman, in replacing the 75,000 dols pre- 
viously taken. The National Government hopes that, being thus made 
acquainted with its intentions and feelings, you will lend your aid in 
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sustaining its credit by all the means in your power. The chief of the 
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executive takes this opportunity of presenting his respects, &c.

Good middling 
to fair, roller-ginned, sold at 233d to 23%d; fully fair ditto, 24d ;

MARKETS IN THE MANUFACTURING DISTRICTS. 


There has been a steady, but by no means active, inquiry for 
goods in the various markets held this week, and the quotations 
have been well supported. The transactions in iron have been 
somewhat limited; but coals have moved off briskly, at further 
enhanced rates. 


Mancuestrer, Dec. 1.—This market still displays an absence of 
business, with rather easier prices. The contracts taken before 
the recent rise are now in full process of delivery, and buyers are 
satisfied with what they are receiving without endeavouring to 
enlarge their engagements. Such goods as admit of a fair profit 
at present quotations continue to be offered for re-sale, but they 
are not readily passed to other hands, and therefore are being ab- 
sorbed in the usual course of export. As the price of material 
renders manufacturing unprofitable, yarns have been weaker and 
worse to sell. But no positive depression is visible in any circle, 
and the anxiety lately felt with respect to depressing accounts 
which might be received from India has greatly abated, if not 
disappeared.

EPITOME OF RAILWAY NEWS. 





TraFrFic Returns.—The traffic receipts of railways in the United 
Kingdom amounted, for the week ending the 19th of November, on 11,732 
miles, to 605,474/, and for the corresponding week of last year, on 11,395 
miles, to 570,955/, showing an increase of 337 miles, and of 34,519/in the 
receipts. The gross receipts on the 14 principal railways amounted, in 
the aggregate, on 8,275 miles, to 492,537/ and for the corresponding 
week of 1868, on 8,022 miles, to 464,526/, showing an increase of 
253 miles, and 28,011/ in the receipts. 


RAILWAY AND MINING SHARE MARKETS. 
LONDON. 

Monpay, Nov. 28.—In the share market to-day the business was 
again very dull, and, with the exception of mines, a further tendency 
to flatness affected all the descriptions. Of the English railways, 
Shropshire Union declined 2, and Midland further #, North-Western 
and Metropolitan } each, and Great Western and Lancashire and York- 
shire } each. In colonial, Great Indian Peninsula receded }, and 
Eastern Bengal a further 4. In foreign, Dutch-Rhenish recovered 4, 
Southern of France improved $, and Sambre and Meuse declined 4, 
Great Luxembourg }, and Antwerp and Rotterdam a further}.
